Grade school teachers

Agnew says he will fight 


to establish innocence 


CENTREVILLE, Maryland (UPI).— 
Vice-President Spiro T. Agnew said 
on Saturday he Intended to “fight 
to establish my innocence of any 
wrongdoing” in a developing scan- 
dal centred on state construction 
contracts.

— Last Wednesday's Se- 
curity Council resolution condemning 
Israel for forcing down an Arab 
airliner was an expression of Brac- 
tical polities rather than an im- 
partial judgment or even an indi- 
cation of the majority opinion in 
Europe and the U.S. saysan editorial 
in this week's “Economist.” Entit- 
led “The Odds against Israel,” the 
article says that other countries 
have acted similarly without recri- 
mination and that Israel has had 
to act in the light of the failure of 
international efforts to control ter- 
rorism. 

The editorial says: The Arabs 
have learned 3 τ about the 
UN. by now, and they will not 
set very much store by their vic- 
tery in the Secvrity Council on 
Wednesday. It was a novel 
sience for them to watch all 15 mem- 
bers, and even the U.S, condemn 
Israel for forcing down that Cara- 
velle on August 10 searching it for 
terrorists, and then delivering it back 


= to Lebanon: as novel an experience, 


indeed, as watching an Arab air- 
liner flying aut of Libya become 
a hijack victim on Thursday. That 
unanimous vote of disapproval 
makes Israel look very lonely; and 
it is a mark of the Arabs’ growing 
sophistication in U.N. politics that 
they did not insist on a resolution 
which demanded punishment as well 
as disapproval, and would thereby 
have got itself vetoed by the Amer- 
icans. 

But they will not confuse the 
shadow-world of the U.N. with the 
reality of the Middle East. 


AVOIDING DISPLEASURE 

The Security Council has lately 
become, at least in the matter of 
Israel, what the General Assembly 
has long been. It is a place where 
votes are cast as much for the 
impression they create as for the 
sake of actually doing anything; 
as much to give satisfaction to peo- 
ple who matter to you, or to avoid 
their displeasure, as to register any 
real judgment on the rights and 
wrongs of a question. 

The. Arabs matter to western 
Europe, and increasingly to the 
ULS., because they have oil It has 
therefore occurred to a number of 
gavernments, including Britain's, 
that the way their delegates vote 
in the U.N. is one means of keep- 
ing on the right side of the Arabs, 
especially 50 long as the U.S. can 
be counted on to block any resolu- 
tion that would really hurt Israel. 
There is a problem in this, because 
it adds to the cynicism with which 
people treat the U.N.; but it is why 
the Arabs are right not to read 
too much into what happened on 
Wednesday. 

You can do almost anything with 
international law, and if the Is- 
raelis had wanted to they couki 
even have put up some sort of ar- 
gument in defence of what they 
did with the Caravelle. Iraq, the 
country whose airline had hired it 
and to which it was flying, claims 
to be at war with Israel, and coun- 
tries at war know their ships are 
liable to be stopped and searched 
by the other side; it is not wholly 
implausible to extend that expec- 
tation from ships to aircraft, even 
though diverting an airliner is ob- 
viously a lot riskier than just tell- 
ing a ship to heave to. 

There is the problem that Leba- 


non, in whose air space the Cara- 
velle seems to bave been inter- 
cepted, does not claim that it is at 
war with Israel. But then Lebanon's 
failure to do very much about the 
tetrorists who use its territory 3 
their headquarters might be held 
to have put its neutrality in some 
doubt. Certainly Lebanon ought to 
have acted some time ago against 
Dr. Habash, the man the Israelis 
were chiefly looking for. It was 
Dr. Habash's group that has or- 
ganized many of the past four 
years’ hijacking, and the killings 
at Lydda last year; and his claim 
thet he has now turned against 
this sort of terrorism will not be 
really convincing until he discip- 
lines those of his subordinates who 
have not. There were the makings 
of a plea on behalf of the defence 
in all this. But the Ierselis did not 
even attempt it. Mr. Dayan said on 
Sunday that he knew his country 
was breaking what most people re- 
gard as the rules, and merely ob- 
served that it had no alternative. 
ILLEGAL MINEFIELD 

This is an argument that Mr.

These things slip out of the 
memory very easily, but not so 
easily that {ft will have been for- 
gotten that the Libyan government 
forced a British airliner to land at 
Benghazi in 1971, by threatening 
to shoot it down, and removed from 
it two Sudanese who were subse- 
quently sent to Sudan to be shot; 
that in 1956 French fighters forced a 
Moroccan plane Mr. Ben 
Bella to land at a French-controlled 
airport; and that in 1967 a British 
aircraft carrying Mr. Tshombe, the 
Congolese ex-prime minister, was 
diverted to Algeria, and even if the 
Algerian government was not res- 
ponsible for the hijacking it did 
keep Tshombe in detention until he 
died. 

There were protests about all 
these things, but none of them waa 
condemned by the Security Council, 
and none of them was even taken 
before it. It is one test of a work- 
able law that the same offence 
should be treated in the same way. 
This has not happened, and Jarael 
js entitled to say 80.

EVEN-HANDEDNESS 

If the problem of terrorism is to 
be left to international controls, 
those controls have got to be seen 
to work; and they have got to 
work even-handedly. These are twa 
propositions that most people would 
accept, outside the ranks of those 
who openly or silently condone ter- 
roriam because they think it helps 
their purpose —- and there are plen- 
ty who do that. 

They are not, however, the only 
propositions that governments have 
to take into account when they cast 
their votes in the United Nations, 
The other motives that work upon 
governments are obvious enough, and 
there is no need to be embarrassed 
about them. They are just part of 
8 different business. The main busi- 
nesss of U.N. votes is politics, with 
the accommodations and blurrings 
and compromises, and half-truths, 
that that involves. Only to a much 
smaller extent, and a diminishing! ex- 
tent at that, is it the judicial search 
for an impartial judgment. It serves 
no useful purpose to confuse the 
two.

TEL AVIV. — Why do the buses 
move 50 slowly in Tel Aviv? 

A main reason, according to 
the Dan bus cooperative, is that 
the streets are cluttered up with 
illegal parking — blocking not 
only the buses but all traffic, 
During the peak traffic hours, 
buses move at cight Kilometres an 
hour— slightly faster than a 
horsedrawn cart moving at a 
moderate pace —- as compared 
to 12 kilometres an hour in 
1970, the Dan cooperative claims. 

When I went out to see for
